1. On J November three American missionaries of the leprosy hospital at Yaimen 
( zz P4), just south ef Hsinhul (Kongmoon 113-05, 22-35), were arrested by 
order of the authorities of the Kwangtung 7 Military District. A generator, 
a radio receiver, and seven pistols were confiscated. 

2. Asa result a number of American missionaries in the area, including 


four women, 
are applying to local Communist Army authorities for permission to leave China. 
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Comment. The report is not clear whether all the American missionaries 
operating the hospital were arrested or whether all the missionaries of the 
area are applying to leave, 
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
